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International  Contests. 

“  Peace  hath  her  victories  as  well  as 
war.”  It  is  a  trite  Saying,  yet  a  true 
one.  The  competitions  of  games,  races, 
and  other  outdoor  Hports  contribute  to 
national  vanity,  no  doubt,  but  they  render 
valuable  service  also  in  promoting  good 
feeling  and  mutual  respect.  That  is  re¬ 
spect  dearly  won  which  is  gained  on  the 
field  of  battle.  Behind  it  lies  the  sting 
of  defeat  as  well  as  the  loss  of  blood  ant} 
treasure  whifch  belong  to  conqueror  and 
conquered  alike.  The  ci  inquests  of  peace 
bring  little  disappointment,  and  stimu 
late  to  renewed  exertions. 

When,  thirty-four  years  ago  the  Queen 
of  England  was  told  by  the  sidling  mas¬ 
ter,  looking  out  for  the  returning  yachts, 
that  the  America  was  ahead,  an^Wliere 
was  no  second,  she  felt  her  disappoint¬ 
ment  mingled  with  a  commendable  pride 
Li  the  achievements  of  American  sports¬ 
men.  The  turf,  the  shooting  range,  the 
ball  ground,  have  seen  many  races  since, 
with  victory  inclining  to  one  side  or  the 
other,  with  varying  fortune. 

^hspicion  is  the  breeding  ground  of 
trouble.  Men  who  have  tested  each  oth¬ 
ers’  mettle  in  frieniUv  contest  will  not 
^hsily  be  led  to  appeal  to  the  stem  ar¬ 
bitrament  of  war. 

Competition,  too,  is  the  life  of  sport  as 
well  as  of  ,j trade.  Said  a  club  man  of 
the  present  race  between  the  Puritan 
anti  the  Genesta :  “  As  an  American  I 

should  like  to  see  the  Puritan  won ;  as 
a  yachtsman,  I  should  like  the  Genista 
to  succeed,  for  she  is  a  cutter,  and  I  be¬ 
lieve  in  cutters.  Types  of  vessels  as  well 
as  types  of  men  are  improved  by  inter¬ 
national  contests.  The  same  day  which 
decide#  the  relative  merits  of  deep  and 
broad-bottomed  boats  ministers  alike  to 
the  generosity,  friendliness  and  physique 
of  those  who  take  part  in  them.  It  cul¬ 
tivates  a  love  for  outdoor  sports  much 
needed  to  develop  in  America  the  noble 
specimens  of  -manhood  anil  womanhood 
found  in  England.  A  good  da}"  for  an 
ocean  race  is  good  also  for  the  hubum 
race. 

The  foundation  of  high  thinking  and 
noble  action  must  1*  laid  in  breadth  of 
chest,  brawn  of  arm,  and  dark  tints 
which  sun  and  wind  give  to  the  cheek  of 
health. 

Nations  at  play  may  forget  the  serious 
work  of  life; — but  nations  in  earnest  of¬ 
ten  forget  to  be  merciful  and  kiml  Life 
may  be  too  serious  as  well  as  too  gay. 
In  the  golden  mean  is  the  path  of"  safe¬ 
ty.  j 

Ah  unbroken  record  of  thirty-four 
years  in  the  possession  of  the  America’s 
Cup  is  sufficient  to  inspire  enthusiasm*at 
home.  With  such  a  record  is  it  worth 
while  to  despair  of  the  growth  of  a  cqm 
mercial  marine  worthy  of  the  nation? 
The  victories  of  the  past  point  to  new 
conquests  in  the  future,  but  they  also 
nourish  a  worthy  pride  in  the  success  of 
others. 

The  Reform  Club's  Petition. 

On  Tuesday  the  Reforpi  Club  through 
Mr.  Colie  represented  to  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  that  there  was  one  saloon 
or  tavern  in  Bloomfield  to  every  five  hun¬ 
dred  inhabitants,  while  there  was  only 
one  to  every  nine  hundred  in  Montclair 
and  one  to  every  seventeen  humlred  in 
East  Orange.  He  argued  that  it  could 
not  be  possible  that  Bloomfield  needed 
such  an  excess  of  sellers  of  intoxicating 
liquors  and  urged  that  the  number  be 
reduced. 

Thus  far  the  action  of  the  Club  com¬ 
mands  our  absolute  approval.  We  ven¬ 
ture  to  affirm  that  not  even  the  most 
ardent  drinker  in  town  would  make  any 
serious  attempt  to  assail  so  strong  and 
reasonable  a  position.  But  when  they 
offered  a  petition  that  the  Court  should 
refuse  to  grant  or  renew  any  license, 
without  regard  to  the  character  of  the 
applicant  or  liis  endorsers,  they  practical¬ 
ly  undid  all  their  g<n  h1  work.  The  Court 
was  unable  to  comply  with  any  such  peti¬ 
tion  and  was  about  to  proceed  to  consid¬ 


er  the  applications  without  paying  the 
Hlightest  regard  to  it.  At  the  instance 
of  Mr.  Colie,  however;  they  agreed  to  let 
the  Bloomfield  cases  stand  over  till  Fri 
< lav  and  give  the  petition  such  weight  as 
it  •ItserveiL  What  that  weight  was  in 
their  estimation  no  bystander  could 
doubt,  ft  was  inliniteHtiimal. 

On  the  contrary,  hail  the  jietition  Iwen 
to  the  effect  that  licenses  lie  granted  at 
each  term  only  to  the  liest  anil  must  re- 
■*]»ectahly  endorsed  applicants,  and  refus 
fed  to  all  those*  whose  record  was  objec 
tionable,  even  if  not  illegal,  till  the  gruss 
numlier  should  be  reduced  to  a  reasona¬ 
ble  point,  four  times  as  many  signatures 
could  nave  been  obtained^  and  we  doubt 
not  it  would  have  strongly  influenced  tin 
decisions  of  the  Court. 

We  offer -our  opinion  to  our  Reform 
Club  friends  with  some  diffidence,  but 
lmvi^ great  confidence  in  the  sounibiess 
of  it  nevertheless. 

The  Democrats  of  New  Jersey  seem  ti 
have  a  hard  time  iti  getting  possession  of 
the  offices.  It  is  true  that  Congressman 
McAi1<k>  of  Jersey  City  has  succeeded  in 
securing  a  position  in  the  New'  York  Cus 
tom  House  for  his  brother  Patrick,  but 
here  the  good  work  climes  to  a  stand¬ 
still.  CoL  E.  L.  Price,  of  Newark,  is 
charged  with  having  <  ipened  a  brokerage 
office  for  the  sale  of  liis  influence  but  un 
fortunately  for  liis  coufiiling  friends  he  is 
unable  as  yet  to  deliver  the  wares  which 
be  sold  for  one  half  cash  in  advance. 

The  frame  of  the  Glenriilge  Club 
House  has  lieen  raised  and  we  are  assured 
that  the  new  building  will  lie  an  orna¬ 
ment  even  to  that  ornamental  suburb. 
The  Ridgewood  avenue  people  sometimes 
talk  of  cutting  loose  from  Bloomfield  and 
setting  up  for  themselves,  but  if  they 
knew  how  proud  the  olij  town  is  of  their 
handsome  street  and  attractive  houses 
we  feel  sure  they  would  linger,  if  only  to 
be  acbuireil  by  the  less  fortunate  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  valley. 


The  tax  bills  for  1885  are  out  anil 
those  persons  who  can  arrange  to  pay 
taxes  before  October  1st  will  receive  a 
reduction  of  two  per  cent  of  the  amount 
due.  This  discount  is  much  more  than 
the  use  of  the  money  until  Oc toiler  20th 
is  worth,  and  should  cause  many  peopli 
to  pay  in  advance  of  the  time  fixed  by 
law.

Richfield  Springs,  Arc.  24th,  1885.  >’ 

Whoever  goes  once  to  Richfield  Springs 
goes  twice,  if  life  Lists  and  purse  per¬ 
mits,  said  a  gentleman  whom  business 
brought  here  last  week.  “  I  have  visited 
most  of  the  summer  resorts  of  this  coun¬ 
try,  and  have  hail  my  preference  ;  but  1 
think  tliis.  place  the  most  delightful  of 
all,  and  shall  bring  my  family  here  next 
year.”  This  is  the  conclusion  which  all 
reach  who  once  get  into  this  retired, 
comfortable  summer  resting  place. 

The  Springs  are  alxmt  thirty-five  miles 
south  east  of  Utica,  in  Otsego  county, 
half  w  ay  lietween  the  .Susquehanna  and 
Mohaw  k,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles 
north  west  of  New  York.  The  elevation 
above  the  sea-level  is  seventeen  .hundred 
feet.  The  region  is  unsurpassed  for 
healthfulness  anil  longevity,  as  well  as 
for  the  natural  beauty  of  the  scenery. 
Until  \rithin  a  few  years  it  was  necessary 
to  ride  half  a  day  or  more  from  the  rail¬ 
road  to  reach  it ;  but  now  one  can  get  in¬ 
to  a  sleeping-car  in  Hoboken  at  seven 
o’clock  P,  M.,  and  get  out  at  Richfield 
Springs  before  seven  o’clock  the  next 
morning. 

The  ride  by  day  through  Northern 
New  Jersey,  the  Delaware  Water  Gap 
ami  Scranton,  to  Binghamton,  and  thence 
to  Richfield  Springs  presents  a  great 
variety  of  beautiful  scenery.  One  can 
come  here  also  by  the  N.  Y.  Central  to 
Utica,  from  there  by  the  Richfield  Road. 

It  is  not  easy  to  learn  when  the  Sul¬ 
phur  Springs  were  first  known  auil  used. 
Of  course  Indian  traditions  are  not  lack 
ing ;  and  the  use  made  by  the  Aborgines 


of  the  im'bciiml  waters  i»  well  authenti 
cated.  A  legend  states  that  in  ancient 
timer,  a  famous  prophet  dwelt  "U  a  l»eau 
tiful  island  in  Lak«  CanMlara^i >.  <*u  which 
Richfield  -Springs  lies.  Invalids  from 
among  the  Iroquois  came  to  him  to  be 
healed.  He  would  go  even  night  to  the 
spring,  haring  learned  the  value  of  th< 
waters,  and  secretly  take  a  supply  for  tin- 
next  i lay.  Si  great  was  his  suivess  that 
he  became  pmud  and  irreverent,  aiid 
called  himself  ’the  twin  brother  of  the 
Great  Spirit.”  Where uj*on  the  Grekt 
Spirit  blasted  the  prophet  with  lightki 
ing,  anil  mused  the  island  to  sink  d.-tj 
in  the  waters.  The.  place  is  punted  out 
to  visitors,  am  b  some  imagine  they  can 
see  tlie  tojis  of  the  sunken  trees. 

Perhaj ih  to  us  the  most  interesting  as¬ 
sociations  are  those  connected  with  Coop¬ 
er's  tales  of  Leather  Stocking,  the  Defer 
Slayer  etc.  Lake  Otsego,  at  the 
foot  of  which  lies  Coojierstown,  is  only  a 
few  miles  off,  and  no  one’s  visit  to  the 
Springs  is  eoiuphje  until  he  has  ridden 
on  the  Tally  Ho  to  the  upper  end  of  Lake 
Otsego,  and.  sailed  over  the  mirror-life 
water  to  CjojH-rstowu.  Here  everything 
is  classic.  The  lake  itself  is  the  Glim 
merglass  of  the  Det-r  Slayer. 

The  steamer  is  named  after  Natty 
Bump).  We  pass  the  site  of  Muskrat 
Castle;  lirik  up  the  canyon  through 
which  Deer  Slayer  escaped  from  the 
Hurons ;  have  p  tinted  out  to  us  the  scenes 
of  the  fight  with  the  panther  and  the 
locality  of  Leather  Stocking’s  cave;  anil 
finally  lain l  at  Coupe rstown,  named  for 
the  wizard  who  has  made  this  whole  re¬ 
gion  haunted. 

As  for  the  healthfulness  of  the  air  and 
waters  of  the  Springs,  there  can  be  no 
doubt.  The  water  is  certainly  vile,  and 
no  well  person  should  drink  it.  But 
many  an  invalid,  Wnt  and

Most  of  the  people  seem  to  have  come 
for  pleasure ;  and  at  no  other  summer 
resort  is  it  more  likely  to  be  found  by 
those  who  love  otiton  emu  di<jnitate\  a 
quiet,  easy,  social,  genial  •  kind  of  life. 
Our  hotel  is  a  model,  where  every  ofae 
feels  at  home,  ami  does  as  he  pleases; 
but  everyone  pleases  to  do  what  is  agree¬ 
able  anil  courteous.  The  influence  of  Mr. 
Uriah  Welch,  our  host,  is  felt  in  parlor,  of¬ 
fice,  diningroom,  everywhere  for  the  ease 
and  comfort  of  his  guests.  Everything  gules 
on  so  well  that  it  seems  to  go  of  itself ;  jto 
accomplish  which  is  the  height  of  art.  j 

I  must  reserve  for  another  letter  an  ac¬ 
count  of  om*  doings  in  these  Elysipi 
Fields.
